Extract of a letter froma gentleman in North Car- 
olina, to his friend in Elizabeth Town, N. J. | 
dated October 25, 1820. 
“I have lately returned from.a very interest- | 

ing meeting of our Synod, and the Missionary So- | 
ciety of North Carolina. We met at Poplar! 
Tent, Cabarrus County. Our Synod have re-| 
solved, in connexion with the Synod of South, 
Carolina and Georgia, to endow a Southern Pro- 
fessorship in the Theological Seminary at Prince- 
ton; for which purpose we, on our part, have. 
become responsible for jfifleen theusand dollars, 
to be paid in five years.—We calculate that the’ 
two Synods will raise thirty thousand dollars 
for this important object. 

“Our brethren, according to custom, held a 
precious communion on the Lord’s day.—At the 
table opposite me, sat a brother in Christ, who 
excited much interest—a converted Cherokee 
from the Brainerd mission house, or one ef its de- 
pendencies..

Sabbath School in Brookfield, Mass. 

The Sabbath School in the First Parishin Brook- 
field, closed about the first ‘of.O%tober,’ having 
been continued 16 sabhaths. The whole num- 
ber of scholars was 180. These were divided 
finto 52 classes, supplied by as many teachers, 
two superintendants and a board of visitors. The 
scholars have been punctual in their attendance, 
and correct in their recitations. ‘The amount re- 
cited was: Verses in the Bible, 92.455; Verses 
of Hymns, 26,600; Answers in tire Catechism, 
23,842; Total, 142,897. 

Of the scholars, iwo are natives of the! Sand- 
wich Islands. One of which, who ten months 
ago was a worshipper of Idols, and had not dearn- 
ed even the aM habet,attended thriteen sabbaths, 
and in that time recited correctly 1230 verses in 
the Bible,and 50 verses cfhymns. His attachment 
to the Bible and his improvement of every leisure 
moment, might furnish a pungent rebuke tomany 
Christians. Hopes are entertained that he is 
pious. Sabbath schools have become pretty ge- 
neral in this region, and are universally popular. 

It is thought that an ehential advaotage is 
secured by increasing the number of teachers, so 
that each class shall consist of not more than 
three, or at most four scholars. ‘The teacher 
has thus more time for explanation and instruc- 
tion; and the time is not so protracted as to ren-
